AN ACT to Confer the Tax Voted in Whitehreast township, Warren
county, Jowa, June 10, 1876, upon the Chariton, Des Moines &
Southern Railroad Company.

Waereas, The voters of Whitebreast township, Warren
county, state of Iowa, did, on the 10th day of June, A. D., 1876,
vote a five per cent. tax in aid of a railroad, by a vote of 126 in
favor of the proposition, to 37 against the same, the vote being
had pursuant to the following notice:
